ROBBED GRAVE OF OCCUPANT 


Apple Tree Had Completely Absorbed 
the Mortal Frame of the Famous 
Roger Williams. 


The memory of Roper Williams, 
founder of Rhode Island, long was 
neglected.

w hen Roosevelt was President, ami 
prior to tin* time flint Mr. Taft’s name 
was mentioned prominently for tin* 
presidency* It v a l tin* presidential de­ 
sire to put Mr. Taft on tin* Supreme 
bench us an associate justice, At that 
time tin* chief justiceship was not 
vacant, for Melville W, Fuller* ap­ 
pointee of President Cleveland, SIHI 
( was in 
tin* 
chief seat. 
Mr. Taft 
Wanted to finish Ids work iii the Philip­ 
pine Islands where lo* was governor 
general, and lie declined tile privately 
made offer of President Roosevelt of 
a seat in tilt* high court, 
I'lil«*f Justice Fuller died when Mr. 
Taft was President of the United 
States. 
He chuse for Mr. Fuller’s 
successor Edward IV White of Louisi­ 
ana, who then was an associate Jus­ 
tice of tin* court. Now Mr. Taft has 
succeeded Ids own appointee, 
When tin1 new chief justice was 
President, he appointed three mem­ 
bers of the Supreme CPU ft* two of 
Whom since have died. Mr. Taft at 
one time said that he thought no man 
ought to take a place on the Supreme 
bench after he hud reached the age 
of sixty years, 
Mr, Taft Is sixty- 
four, but ids casual statement con­ 
cerning the proper agt* of appointees 
did not return to plague him, for it 
was mentioned only In the most casual 
way by tin* newspaiier correspondents 
who remembered tho saying. 
Chief Justice Taft 
will have six 
years of active service abend of him 
before ho can retire if ho shall so 
desire. 
Few men have retired from 
the Supreme court bench while still 
hate and hearty, and their age has 
counted little as a motive for cetin

One associate Justice retired 
bemuse it** was fast going blind, and 
a not lier one retired only a few years 
ago bemuse of continued ill health 
Holme* Oldest of the Justices. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Is the old­ 
est man on tile bench, but be does 
not look it. 
He will be eighty <tn< 
years of age on bls next birthday. 
He is a veteran of the Civil war and 
has the honor of bearing the marks 
of three wounds received on the bat­ 
tlefield. 
There Is something 
almost 
cruel 
about the way in which politicians 
speak among themselves about coni leg 
Supreme court vacancies. They won­ 
der who will he appointed to tnkt 
the place of so and so “who Is sort 
to retire before long.” They do not 
say “who is sure to die before lot g,” 
but that is what some of them think. 
The history of the past shows that 
a good many prophets of retirement 
or of dentil for Supreme court Jus 
Hee* have died before the object*! of 
their 
conje* timings 
have 
thought 
cither of retiring or of dying. 
The 
air of the Supreme court seems to be 
healthful. 
William Howard Taft 
is 
in the 
prime of life.

♦ he twenty-ninth President, end In 
the room of the Supreme court Is the 
eighth chief justice. 
Presidents are 
elected for a fixed te rm ; 
Supreme 
court Justices are appointed for life, 
or until voluntary retirement. 
The terms of certain ones among 
the chief justices of Hie United States 
have Immui coincident with tile terms 
of several Presidents. 
No political 
party on coming Into power Is aide 
to secure the appointment of either 
a chief .justice or any associate Jus­ 
tices of the Supreme court of its own 
political faith, u n less at the time there 
exists a vacancy on the bench. Usual­ 
ly the high court has been so high 
that It Is above polities. 
John 
Marshall 
generally 
Is 
ac­ 
counted 
the 
greatest 
chief 
Justice 
flint the bench ever has held although 
there are men whose feeling Iii the 
m atter 
probably

"contrariwise.” 
Perhaps the man whose name most 
frequently Is on the tongue of per­ 
sons speaking of Incidents of the Su­ 
preme court’s Ufo, or Its decisions, Is 
that of Boger B. Taney. 
It was the 
I ired Scott decision, given at a time 
when the sectional feeling In the U n i­ 
ted SI ii tea was at white heat, that 
made the name of Taney so familiar, 
even to the casual students of Aliter 
lean history. 
William Howard Taft, the twenty- 
seventh 
President

Slates, has become the eighth chief 
Justice of the United States.

during the years of his adult life lins 
Mr. Taft hind* a secret of the fact 
that he had im ambition one day to 
sit Iii (tie sent of John KlltlcdgC, the 
first chief Justice. 
Succeeds His Own Appointee. 
When Roosevelt was President, and 
prior to the time that Mr. T aft’s name 
wits mentioned prominently for the 
presidency, lf was the presidential de­ 
sire to put Mr. Taft on the Supreme 
bench as im associate Justice. At that 
time tile chief justiceship was not 
vacant, for Melville W. Fuller, ap­

Now Mr. Taft has 
succeeded his own appointee. 
When the new chief

President, he appointed three mein 
liers of the Supreme court, two of 
whom since have died. Mr. Tuft at

Mr. Taft Is sixty- 
four, but Ids camail statement con­ 
cerning the proper age of aplMilntees 
did not return to plague him, for It 
was mentioned only In the most casual 
way by the newspi»|*er corres|M»ndeuts 
who remembered the saying.
